Vigilant protection of Freedom of 
Religion, Freedom of Speech and 
Freedom of the Press, and of the 
right of the citizen to retain the 
fruits of his labor. 

Home Rule—a dominant principle 
in the American ideal of freedom. 

Reduction of the horde of Bureau- 
cratic public offices and officials that 
“harass our people and eat out their 
substance.” 

A balanced budget. 


A sound currency—because a man- 
aged currency means a managed 


individual enterprise and menaces 
the savings and insurance of our 
people. 

Cessation of the use of taxes for 
coercion or oppression of groups. 

Simplification of tax statutes so 
the people generally will know how 
much government is costing them. 
Heavy taxation, whether direct or 
indirect, places a burden on all the 
people. 

Civil Service standards, rather than 
the spoils system, as a basis of ap- 
pointment to federal jobs.

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‘H. L. M.’ Says New Deal 


Is Due for ‘Bum’s Rush’ 


New York.—American citizens are 
fed up with the New Deal and are 
about to give it “what, on less ex- 
alted levels, would be described 
graphically as the bum’s rush,” H. 
L. Mencken has written in the cur- 
rent issue of the American Mercury, 
magazine of which he was formerly 
editor, 

“. .. A large part of the money 
wasted so far,” he wrote, “has gone 
into helping Wallace prevail against 
Tugwell, and Hopkins to upset and 
flabbergast Ickes. 

“Whenever one of thebrethren gets 
a new hunch there is a sharpening 
of activity, and the taxpayer goes 
on the block for another squeeze. 
And whenever one of them comes 
to grief, which is almost every day, 
the others rush into the gap with 
something worse... .” 

Mencken said the New Deal dif- 
fered from communism, Fascism and 
Naziism only in “its more reckless 
hospitality to miscellaneous non- 
sense.”
